Hari)in*i.ui«i, Kv.- Mr. Editor:— My 
friend dots not serin to think that he 
misrepresented me in attributing to me 
the statement that "gold only is money." 

He has (ailed to show where I used 
such language or any thing like it. It 
may be that he is ignorant of language, 
or that he is atllicted with a malady that 
Is said to prevent I'opulisU from accur- 
ately stating the position of an opponent. 
We will notice J II A's questions first. 

First.-"What made that bar of gold 
to be money— to be legal tender?" 

This question involves a fallacy. It is 
asked on the assumption that all legal 
tenders are money and that ill money is 
a legal tender, both of which are false at 
times .Silver certificates are money, but 
not legal tenders. 

The stamp of the government makes 
gold legal tender and the metal value 
with the stamp makes it money. 

clares must be received in requital ofa 
debt. While thousands of debts are paid 
by articles without the legal tender 
quality, yet to prevent disputes and liti- 
gation money usually has this quality. 

I owe A a debt, when I come to pay 
him, he may demand moleskins, instead 
of silver, and it may be that I cannot 
procure the skins, so he still holds me as 
his debtor and deals with 
ly. If instead of paying him in 
I offer him rags and insist that he must 
take them or nothing, I defrand him. 

To settle this dispute between debtor 
and creditor, the law comes in and In 
justice to both parties names an article 
which is sufficiently abundant to make it 
easily procured by the debtor and at the 
same time sufficiently valuable that the 
creditor may purchase with it the article 
he wishes to use. 

The p»tal value makes the gold a 
medium of exchange, a value denomina- 
tor, and a store of value. 

Second —J H A asks, "Can any article 
whatever be money before it receives 
the stamp of government by authority of 
law ?" 

Not in the full meaning of money, for 
without the stamp it will not settle the 
dispute between debtor and creditor as 
explained above, and hence It will not 
fill one function. 

But it will and does perform all the 
other functions of money. We could 
use any article of value as a measure of 
value, without the legal tender quality. 

We could aud do pay debts every day 
with articles uot stamped. An article of 
value, without the legal tender quality, 
may be used a* a medium of exchange 
•nd hundreds of articles (or thousands of 
yean have been so used An article of 
value without the stainp may be used as 
a store of value. The stamp then is

vices, the commercial and banking inxti- 
tutions, which exist, and the seasons ; so 
that no one can say in advance what 
amount of money a community should 
possess to do its business. "It P 8 thinks 
fple haven't got sense enough to 
n business."

"The true answer to all such 
complaints that no one can tell how 
how much currency a nation requires, 
and that to nth nipt to regulate its quan- 
tity is the last thing which a statesman 
should do." Again he says, "We shall 
find that to as ascertain how much money 
is needed by a nation is a problem in- 
volving many unknown quantities, so 
that a sure solution can never be obtain- 
ed."

President McJhroe was elected in lMii, 
and in ISK he wan re-eli , ted. Chili de- 
clared its independence of Spain in 1810, 
Paraguay in Mil, Columbia, then in- 
cluding Venezuela, in lM!i, Mixico in 

1821, Peru iu the same year, and Itrazil 
revolted from Portugese domination in 

1822. The other States of South and 
Central America, notably, Argentina, 
had followed iu the footateps of the 
United States by freeing themselves from 
European control, and the covert propo- 
sition to re-establish it evoked from the 
President these never-to-be-forgotten 
words, part of his annual message to the 
Eighteenth Congress on Dec. 2, 182:1: 

'We owe it to candor and to the ami- 
ilo relations existing,, between the 
United States and the allied powers, to 
declare that we should consider any at- 
tempt on their part to extend their sys- 
tem to any portion of this hemisphere as 
;erous to our peace and safety. With 
the existing colonies or dependencies o( 
any European power we have not inter- 
fered, and shall not interfere ; but with 
the Governments which have declared 
their independence and maintained it, 
whose independence we have, on 
great consideration and just principles, 
•kin>»le.lge.l, we could uot uiew an in- 
terposition for oppressing tin in, or con- 
trolling in any other manner their des- 
tiny, by any European power, in any 
other light than as a manifestation ol an 
ifriendly disposition toward the t inted 
States." 

That ia the Monroe Doctrine. Such 
aa the position not only o( the Presi- 
dent, but also of the people o( the I nit- 
ed Stubs then. Such ia the position, 
positive and irrevocable, of the people ol 
the United States now. The liberty of ■ 

•ereign people, wrested (nun the ty- 
ranny of an alieu Government or local 
despotism aud duly recognized by the 
United States, cannot be interfered with 
afterward withoutinjury to thisrepnldic.
